Europe  are  placed  at  about  779,000,000  bushels,      The  present  exn^ortablo 
surplus  mentioned  above  would  not  be  sufficient  for  these  needs  even  when 
augmented  by  the  carry-over  from  the  1919  crops.      However,   the  hypotheti- 
cal requirements  for  imports  based  on  a  war-time  consumption  (1917-18)  for 
w  nnn''nrr?*'r?^  countries  of  Europe  are  estimated  at  approximately 
384  000,000  bushels,  which  will  be  more  than  covered  by  the  present  ex- 
portable surplus. 

There  is  no  news  available  from  Russia,  but  even  though  a  large 
supply  were  obtained  from  the  1920  harvest,  it  wo-old  hardly  become  a 
determining  factor  in  the  present  situation  unless  transportation  facili- 
ties were  satisfactory.      Although  recognized  in  pre-war  times  as  sur- 
plus wheat  producing  covoitries,  there  is  no  recent  official  data  at  present 
available  regarding  the  co-an.tries  of  Finland,  Bulgaria,  Serbia,  Hungary, 
and  Roumania.      The  Union  of  South  Africa.  Uraguay  and  New  Zealand,  general-
